Mrs. Hardy requested approval 
of the commission on the three- 
point tree-planting program as 
outlined last Friday by the Joint 
meeting of the two bodies. The 
program 
would 
m aintain 
the 
iines of trees by continuing along 
the present line between Alejo 
and Arenas with no provision for 
setbacks of three feet, as is even­ 
tually planned for curbs on each 
side of Palm Canyon drive; sec­ 
ondly, to m ake allowance for the 
u ltim ate setbacks north of Alejo 
and south of Arenas, since this 
will not interfere with present 
building or existing 
buildings 
(all of which will es'entually 
conform with the 10-foot frontage 
setback from the curb) and lastly 
that the trees be supplied with 
individual outlets for irrigation, 
w ith conduits for lighting to be

Council Remains Neutral 


In Indian Land Discussion 
Now Raging in Washington 


Controversial Indian questiort 
now before the House Commit­ 
tee on Indian Affairs at W ash­ 
ington became the topic of a 
long discussion at council meet­ 
ing Wednesday. 
Communications from Attorney 
Oliver Clark and from Represen­ 
tative John Phillips, with copies 
of the Phillips hill, H. R. 461»; 
now being considered, were read 
in pait by City Attorney Roy 
Colegate, amplified by remarks 
from Councilman William Veith. 
in charge of the council's com­ 
mittee on Indian affairs, and by 
Councilman 
Wally 
W a r i n g , 
potent factor in Village Indian 
dealings. 


BOTH FACTIONS—( l ar k and 
Phillips—requested council com­ 
m ittm ent on their side of the 
question since Clark is at pres­ 
ent attem pting to push through 
a substitute bill in place of H. R. 
4616, submitted by Phillips last 
week. 
Council members held that no 
action should be taken by that 
body officially since they were 
“greatly surprised” by Phillips’ 
submission of the bill without 


consulting anyone in the Village 
on their ideas for the proposed 
legislation. On the other hand, 
they did not wish to go on record 
as 
favoring 
Clark's 
20 - page 
eight-point program which is at 
variance with the item s set forth 
by Phillips, specifically in re­ 
gard to the secretary of interior’s 
proposed power over the local 
reservation for a period of 25 
years with possible renewal of 
jurisdiction for a longer period.

Engineers to Make 


Trip With Directors 


And M any Villagers 


This week end will be a "red- 
letter” period in the $5,000.000 
Mt. San Jacinto Tramway project. 
Accompanied by Gordon Ban- 
nerman, chief engineer of the 
American Steel and Wire Com­ 
pany, 
engineers 
will 
descend 
over the precipitous route of the 
Tram way Sunday to obtain final 
estímales on cost of building the 
10 giant towers that will carry 
the massive cables on which the 
Tram way cars will ride up the 
dizzy Chino Canyon slope. 


THE ENGINEERS, 10 in all, 
will be among nearly 50 persons 
who leave Idylliwld today and 
tomorrow on a horseback trip 
into the high country of the San 
Jacinto 
Mountains 
under 
the 
leadership of Trav Rogers, well- 
known 
Palm Spring* 
business 
man and San Jacinto rancher. 
Three members of the T ram ­ 
w ay Authority will be among 
those making the trip. They are 
Earl 
Coffman, 
chairman, 
and 
Francis Crocker, member, from 
Palm Springs, and James Nus- 
haum, Idyllwild. Several other 
members of the official group 
had planned to go but were pre­ 
vented by last-minute develop­ 
ments. 


CHAIRMAN COFFMAN voiced 
the belief today that when the 
figures 
of the 
estimators 
are 
turned over to the engineering 
department, the final basis for 
receiving bids will have been 
determined. This is expected to 
be within another month or six 
weeks. 
Thereafter 
the 
proJe<-t 
will move swiftly toward start 
actual 
construction 
which 
is 
foreseen for some time this fall. 
The start will culm inate more 
than 12 years of intensive work 
by Palm Springs leaders to bring 
this project to realization. Since 
1945 Chairman Coffman has d e­ 
voted literally months of his time 
to promotion of the plans. M em ­ 
bers of the Authority receive no 
compensation whatever. 
For 
m any members 
of the 
horseback party the trip will 
represent their first visit to the 
beautiful high country of the 
San 
Jacinto M ountains which 
will be opened to the public by 
completion of the Tram w ay pro­ 
ject sometime in late 1951. Seven 
Los Angeles newspapermen ere 
in the party. Approximately 35 
of the group left Idyllwild this 
morning and the remainder will 
mount their steeds .‘or the ride 
tomorrow morning.

Simulated Disaster Planned 


To Train Red Cross Staff 


Plans for an active program of 
Red Cross activities in the Palm 
Springs area and to acquaint the 
public w ith the work of the or­ 
ganization, were mapped at a 
special m eeting of directors of 
the local branch Monday night 
at the Health Center, railed by 
Chairman Warren E. Slaughter 
following 
confirmation 
of 
his 
election as branch chairman by 
the county chapter. 
Miss Mary Ellen Tangle, m a n ­ 
ager of Riverside chapter, met 
with the local group and helped 
to 
outline 
various 
activities 
which will be helpful to the com­ 
munity. 


AFTER CONSIDERABLE round 
table discussion, it was agreed 
that few people realize the im ­ 
portant two-fold program of Red 
Cross— the peace time program 
occupying an important 
place 
with the emergency program. Di­ 


rectors unanim ously agreed that 
various classes should be of­ 
fered to the community, includ­ 
ing first aid, w ater safety and 
h o m i nursing, so that the local 
Red Cross can be utilized as an 
educational organization. 
Along lines of Red Cross ac­ 
tivity in disaster, it w as su g ­ 
gested that the local Red Cross 
disaster committee work with the 
city agencies in sim ulating an 
accident or disaster and call into 
play the various groups and com­ 
mittees which have been a p ­ 
pointed to carry out certain ope­ 
rations. It would then no longer 
be 
a 
theoretical 
program; 
it 
would become a practical pro­ 
gram of operation and as such, 
should give villagers and visi­ 
tors alike more confidence.

KNOWING FULL WELL that thousands of residents of 
the desert area who oppose the operation of a cem ent 
plant near Palm Springs will be aw ay from their homes, 
the Riverside county board of supervisors set the refer­ 
endum election for July 26th. They did it over the strenu­ 
ous objections of representatives of the area. Thus, the 
three members of the board who created a decontrol zone 
for the cem ent plant hope to make it as hard as possible 
to repeal their action by a vote of the people. They know 
that the strongest opposition to the spot zone will come 
from the desert area and they hope—just as the cem ent 
mill interests hoped last Summer—to catch this area with 
its population down. 
But they have two surprises coming. In the first place, 
there’s going to be a lot more disapproval of their spot 
zone than they realize, throughout the county. In the sec­ 
ond place, th ere’s going to be the biggest percentage of 
absentee votes cast at this election in the history of Cali­ 
fornia. From Seattle, Chicago and far aw ay Maine . .. from 
Lake Tahoe, Laguna and South Dakota . . . they will come 
pouring in.

As to the rest of the county, including Riverside, there 
are sure to be a g reat m any voters who are opposed to 
granting an industrial zone against the wishes of nearby 
residents and business interests. They wouldn't w ant it to 
happen to them ; will look upon the action of the board 
as a dangerous precedent. Not m any of them will let 
claims of a cem ent shortage or glowing promises of pros­ 
perity influence them against their better judgem ent or 
their sense of fair treatm ent a t the hands of public of­ 
ficials. It isn’t going to be easy to overcome the flood of 
propaganda th a t will be spread over the county by the 
cem ent plant interests. But voters are not as easily fooled 
as some people think—and m ost people have a good sense 
of fairness.

The P resident's act ended a 
controversy

began 
last 
w inter w hen the departm ent of 
agriculture announced plans to 
auction the breeding stock on 
the ranch and sell the property. 
Opposition stopped the move. 
The Kellogg Foundation a t th at 
tim e agreed to carry the expense 
of the property' and has been do­ 
ing so since the first of the year. 
In 1932 the 750 acre property w as 
given to th e U niversity of C ali­ 
fornia who gave it to the Army 
a t the beginning of W orld W ar 
II. 
In February. Kellogg, a re si­ 
dent of Palm Springs, who orig­ 
inally started his Arabian horse 
stables in C oachella Valley, ex ­ 
pressed the w ish to a Desert Sun 
reporter, th at th e ranch be given 
to some C alifornia U niversity.
